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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

The specification needs to be carefully reviewed and revised to comply with the 
preferred arrangement (note that the headings are missing). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In parent claim 1 , last two lines, the functional statement "said distance detector 
is noticeably displaced out of the tubular piece" is inaccurate. The distance detector is 
displaced relative to the tubular piece, but it does not extend out of the tubular piece 
after it is displaced. 

In addition, with regard to claim 6, line 4, the limitation "with sloping faces (8)" is 
apparently inaccurate. Note that the reference number "8" is used in parent claim 5 for 
a different element. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Yandle, II, Brehmer et al, Simon and Lien et al 
disclose related fastener devices and are cited to show the state of the art.
